If you want peace, work for justice (Paul 6) 
was the theme for Peace with Justice 
Week, October 30-November 4. The Clarke 
campus ministry sponsored many events 
for the week, including a panel discussion 
about injustice and a hunger fast. 

“Injustice Among Us”’ was a presenta- 
tion November 1 that addressed issues of 
abuse, AIDS, racism/prejudice and 
homelessness. It was a ‘‘challenge to 
become more open-minded,” said Michelle 
Watters, co-director of Campus Ministry. 

The evening included a dramatic presen- 
tation by the Social Action Theatre, which 
included a skit concerning racism. The per- 
formers: senior Theresa Imbus, juniors Jill 
Kreinbring, Paulette Wilson, and Kim 
Johnson, sophomores Janet Masters and 
Nicole Ames, remained in character to 
answer audience questions. 

Following the skit, Watters chose people 
randomly from the audience to participate 
in an activity in which labels were placed 
on the heads of the participants. Some of 
these labels read: shake my hand, pat me 
on the back or turn away from me. The peo- 
ple then had to interact with one another 
for five minutes without speaking. This ac- 
tivity illustrated how society can label peo- 
ple and the frustration that accompanies 
these labels. 

Next was a panel discussion facilitated 
by Risa Anderson, adjunct faculty member 
of the philosophy/political science depart- 
ment. The panel included: Mary Bartolat- 
ta from the Dubuque Rescue Mission, 
Claudette Carter-Thomas from the Depart-

The mission, which provides 
shelter for around 17 men also includes a 
free medical clinic. ; 

Bartolatta said the main cause for 
homelessness is the collapse of a persons 
social network. She said that it is a "“per- 
sonal problem. It’s my problem and your 
problem.” 

Carter-Thomas spoke. next about the 
criminal justice system. She talked about 
working at the correctional services since 
1978 and the increase in African-American 
probations and an inconsistency of 
sentences. She thinks that our country, 
especially Dubuque, needs to dispel the 
myths and stereotypes about the cultures. 
“We need to rejoice in our differences in 
order to create a more diverse society,” 
said Carter-Thomas. 

The next issue was domestic abuse, 
which Chapman spoke about. She said 
that this kind of abuse is reaching epidemic 
proportions and that once every nine 
seconds a woman is beaten. 

Chapman listed eight ways in which a 
man can control a woman without laying 
a hand on her. They include: intimidation, 
emotional abuse, isolation, minimizing, de- 
nying or blaming, using children, using 
male privilege, economic abuse and using 
coercion or threats. 

“It makes me outraged that our society 
is one of the most violent,”’ said Chapman. 
She offered a few ways to help victims of 
abuse. It helps to support and not blame 
them while educating others. She also

“It was as if | was moving in time. As | 
looked over my left shoulder | saw ancient 
Roman ruins and as | turned and looked 
over my right shoulder | saw a young boy 
walking toward me wearing a Michael 
Jackson t-shirt,"" said Doug Schlesier, pro- 
fessor of art at Clarke College, as he 
describes an actual event of his visit to a 
historical site in Syria. 

Schlesier and his wife, Dona, a professor 
of art at Divine Word College, traveled to 
Syria last May. They were among a group 
of 11 other lowa educators to be selected 
for Malone Fellowships through the Na- 
tional Council for United States-Arab Rela- 
tions. The group spent two weeks travel- 
ing around Syria ard Kuwait. 

The tour was designed as a means for 
improving relations between countries by 
learning more about their cultures. 

Schlesier said he knew a little about the 
Middle East, and he wanted to get a first 
hand look at things. 

The group met in Washington, D.C. for 
two and a half days of meetings. They were 
then swept away to Kuwaiti Embassy for 
a reception honoring the newly elected 
Kuwaiti Speaker of the House. 

For the next couple of days the Malone 
Fellows were briefed about the Arab 
culture, traditions, politics, environment 
and religion. They listened to many lectures 
by numerous experts and top officials at 
the headquarters of the National Council 
for United States-Arab Relations. 

The group was then flown to Syria, ar- 
riving early in the morning in Damascus, 
the capital of Syria. Schlesier described

As the group toured each city they were 
provided with lots of historical information. 
They were told about important events that 
took place throughout different time 
periods. While in Aleppo, Dona compare 
herself to a sponge, always trying to soak 
in everything. She was very eager to learn 
about everything the country had to offer. 
While in Syria the Schlesier’s met Dr. 
Elias Samo, director of international pro- 
grams at the University of Aleppo in Alep- 
po, Syria. Samo arranged a trip to take 
Schlesier’s group to see the Golan heights. 
The group was escorted by police to the 
Syrian-Israeli border which was guarded by 
armed soldiers. Schlesier describes the 
Golan as miles of long, lush fertile valieys. 
The Golan, which once belonged to 
Syria, was seized by israel in the war. For 
many generations Syria and Israel have 
been enemies. For the two countries to 
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
